THE SACK OF BALTIMORE. 
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(By J. P. PENDER.) 


IRACY was always a thriving trade 
along the Irish coasts. The ancient 
Irish proved themselves to be quite expert 
at the dangerous art. It was during a 
iratical: raid from Ireland that St. 
atrick was captured and brought as a 
slave to the country which he was later 
to Christianise. Down through the age: 
there were to be found seamen daring 
and cruel enough to spend their lives 
plundering fellow-mariners. 

It was only towards the end of the 
seventeenth century, however, that the 
numerous acts of piracy committed along 
the southern coast became a real menace 
to the trade of the country. By then the 
number of privateers had increased 
enormously. . After the Treaty of Limerick 
many of the disaffected Irish took to 
robbery on the seas for a living. Joining 
with the French adventurers who already 
infested the coast, they looted almost every 
ship that tried to reach an Irish harbour. 
So much did they interfere with the 
shipping trade that, at one time. it was 
feared that a food shortage would come 
about. 


*CUNNING CORSAIRS.” 


The privateers generally carried com- 
missions granted by James II. From the 
intimate local knowledgé both of the men 
and sailors, no difficulty was found in 
cruising around from port to port ever 
ready to loot any English merchant ship 
that appeared on the horizon. Their 
daring and ingenuity knew no bounds. 
We learn that in 1694, the yacht in 
which the Lord Chancellor and Lord Chief 
Justice were returning from England 
was attacked in sight of the Hill of 
Howth. Happily, it escaped capture, 
though with some difficulty, and only after 
the loss of three members of the crew. 

Some years later an even more daring, 
‘and this t:me successful, venture was 
made by one of these Hiberno-French 
pirates. The incident is best described by 
a contemporary writer: “ A small French 
privateer came and anchored over against 
the town of Cove, and all that were 
French carefully concealed themselves. 
The Custom House officers came on board, 
and were invited into the cabin, where 
they were plied with good French claret. 
However, one of them detached himself 
from the rest, for fear Her Majesty should 
be cheated of her duty: but, observing 
things with an eye too curious, he was 
secured without noise under the 
hatches. . . . There were two ships 
in the harbour, and most of their men 
on shore, which the cunning corsairs 
found out by the conversation they had 
with the boatmen from Cove. The 
Frenchmen had but one boat, but, as soon 
as the tide began to ebb, made bold with 
the Queen’s, manned them both, and, in 
sight of the whole town stripped the cables 
off the ships, hoisted French colours on 
board, and sailed off in triumph. Indeed, 
when they were out of the harbour’s 
mouth, they stripped the officers as naked 
as they were born, and set them adrift 
in their own boat to teach them more art 
another time. ” 


CORK OFTEN PLUNDERED. 


Cork Harbour seems to have been most 
unlucky in the matter of piratical 
plundering. Besides the raid already 
mentioned, there are numerous instances 
on record where the pirates even sailed 
up to the quays of the town, looking for 
spoil. In 1695 the harbour had to be 
specially fortified against these depreda- 
tions. During the same period a special 
effort seems to have been made to drive 
the pirates from the Irish seas. One 
Captain Walsh, ‘‘a subject of England, 
but commanding a French privateer 
on these coasts,’ was taken and hanged in 
1695. Some time later a Fiench privateer, 
whose commander was discovered to be an 
Irishman named Patrick Comerford, was 
captured and its crew were imprisoned 
by the citizens of Youghal, a town that 
was then of some considerable importance 
as a shipping centre. It was almost as 
badly treated in the matter of piracy as 
Cork was. 


AN IRISH CAPTAIN KIDD. 


The most notorious of the buccaneers 
who continually hovered round Youghal 
and Cork harbouts, was one John Nutt, 
verily the Captain Kidd of Ireland. This 
dangerous pirate had three small ships 
under his command, two of them being 
captured vessels. For years he sailed 
along the southern Irish coast, looting 
and plundering wherever he went. The 
ships that traded with Cork, Youghal or 
Waterford were not his only prey; every 
undefended village or small town along 
the coast had tasted of his villainy. He 
raided them wholesale, made them victual 
his vessels, while not rarely did he carry 
off many a young boy and girl to sell as 
slaves in Africa. 

Nutt finally retired, having been 
granted a Government pardon. He is 
said to have spent the rest of his life 
digging up the loot which he had hidden 
in various places during his piratical 
career. Legend has it that at every spot 
where he buried some of his treasure he 
also murdered those members of his crew 
who had helped him to hide it. Their 
ghosts are seen yet! 


THE SACK OF BALTIMORE. 


Perhaps. the best-known act of piracy 
committed in the Irish seas was the sack 
of Baltimore, immortalised by Thomas 
Davis, the Mallow poet, in the ballad of 
that name. Different accounts survive as 
to the exact manner in which the outrage 
was perpetrated; but it appears that on 
Sunday, the 19th June, 1631, two corsairs, 
commanded by one Rice (a pirate whose 
nationality is still in dispute, some stating 
he was Dutch, others that he was of Irish 
descent). arrived off the Cork coast. 
Their destination was tlie little seaside 
town of Baltimore, where an English 
man-of-war is said to have been at that 
time in berth: For what reason is not 
known, Hooke, the captain, refused to go 
out and fight the pirate. At any rate, 
the Algerines—for as such Rice’s crew have 
been described—were not opposed when 
landing. 

They sacked the town under the very eyes 
of Captain Hooke, burnt the houses, and 
carried off into slavery “all who were not 
too old, or too young, or too fierce for 
their purpose.” The pirates had been 
steered up the intricate channel by one 
Hackett, a Co. Waterford fisherman, who 
had been made prisoner by them. Hackett 
was afterwards captured by the authorities 
and hanged, though whether he was really 
guilty of any crime is doubtful, since 
what he did was at the point of the 
sword. Hooke, who alone could have 
prevented the outrage, received but scant 
punishment for his cowardice.

Childermas Day. 


Holy Innocents’, or Childermas Day, 
has been observed from very early in the 
history of the Church in commemoration 
oí the slaughter cf the children of 
Bethlehem by order of Herod, and in 
bygone times some of the horrors of the 
massacre were re-enacted in many house- 
holds in the form of a smart whippin 
administered to the juvenile members o 
the family. Long ago the learned Gregory 
wrote: “It hath been a custom, and yet 
is, to whip up the children upon 
Innocents’ Day morning, that the memory 
of Herod’s murder of the innocents might 
stick the closer, and in a moderate pro- 
portion to act over the cruelties in kind.” 
Considering the nature of the tragic 
events commemorated it is not surprising 
that Childermas has long borne the re- 
putation of being the unluckiest day of 
the whole year. 


Buccaneers. 


It has often been complained that Leinster 
men’s hockey teams carry drab names— 
that they have no equivalents of Maids of 
the Mountains, Qptimists, Antiquity, 
some of the ladies’ teams. Buccaneers 
give the lie to the complaints. There is 
a name that at once conjures up visions 
of tle well-known touring team. For 
the present week Buccaneers have 
arranged a tour in Ulster. Their engage- 
ments include matches against the North- 
West XI. and the Ulster Branch Presi- 
dent’s XI. The latter team represents the 
pick of Ulster. Some of the leading 
Anglo-Irish players will be on the 
Buccaneers’ team, and the match will be, 
in reality, a trial for premier places.

The bishop is 
very human, he understands human 
nature, and his genial nature and ready 
wit make him popular wherever he yoes 
He always is a welcome speaker at a 
public function; for he seldom speaks 
without telling at least two or three good 
stories. In the councils of the Church he 
is a recognised authority upon financial 
matters. He has a strong personality 
and has a “way with him” which 

appeals. 


Promotion for The O'Rourke. 


Surgeon-Lieutenant Patrick Joseph 
Alfred 0’Connor, who is highly proud of 
his ancient title of The O’Rourke, will 
receive the congratulations of his many 
Irish friends on his promotion in the 
Royal Navy to the rank of Surgeon- 
Lieutenant Commander. 

The O’Rourke, who is thirty years of 
age, is the second surviving son of Mr. 
Martin O’Connor, of Strokestown, County 
Roscommon, and Margaret, the daughter 
of Mr. Owen O’Rourke, through whom he 
succeeds to the ancient Irish title. 

The O’Rourke was educated at 
Limerick and at Blackrock College, and 
he proceeded to take his medical degrees 
after studies at the medical college. He 
joined the Royal Navy in 1922. He 
married this year Miss Vivienne Marjorie 
Saint George the danghter of Commander 
Reginald Aylen, R.N., of Southsea. 

The O'Rourke title, to which the 
Commander succeeded in 1917, is of great 
antiquity, and has come down from the 
old Princes of Breffin (a-p. 517 to 1711) 
and from the Lords of Breffin (1171 to 
1583), of whom the O’Connors, kings of 
Ireland, were the paternal ancestors. 


Irish Social Worker's Illness. 


Mr. James J. Mallon, M.A., the 
eminent social worker, who, I am sorry to 
learn. is seriously ill with pneumonia in 
the United States, whither he recently 
went to undertake a lecturing tour, has 
many close friends in Ireland; for, 
although by the accident of birth he is 
accounted an Englishman because his 
native city is Manchester, he is of pure 
Irish extraction. 

Mr. Mallon is the son of Mr. Felix 
Mallon, ef County Tyrone. and he is 48 
vears of age. He was educated at the 
Convent School at Liverpool, and later 
took his degree at Manchester University. 
In 1921 he married Miss Stella Katherine 
Gardiner, the daughter of Mr. A. G. 
Gardiner, who, as “ Alpha of the Plough,” 
lias achieved a high reputation as an 
essayist. in addition to his fame as a 
journalist. 

Mr. Mallon has taken part in many 
nhases of social work. and he is now 
Warden of the famous Toynbee Hall. He 
was formerly Secretary of the Anti- 
Sweating League, and he had much to do 
with the initial work of the Trade Boards 
established under the Trade Beard’s Acts. 
He is a member of the Fixecutive Com- 
mittee of the League of Nations Union. 
and was a member of the Committee which 
organised the British Empire Exhibition.

A Wretched Road.

By the way, something really ought to 
be done about the road from Athy to 
Monasterevan. I was in a hurry back to 
Dublin and had to call at Monasterevan 
on my way, so I decided to go round by 
Athy, in the hope that I should have a 
fairly decent run into Monasterevan. I 
never experienced a worse road. It was 
pitted with large pot-holes which gave it 
the appearance of portions of the Menin 
road during the war. Here and there 
attempts were being made to patch it up 
with road metal, and the workmen had 
chosen to deposit their metal in large 
heaps virtually in the middle of the road 
The other roads in the county are so good 
that it is difficult to understand why this 
one should be so appalling, and I strongly 
advise any motorist who is tempted to 
travel by it to give it a miss. It is a 
desolate highway, and the whole way from 
Athy to Monasterevan I did not meet a 
single car—other people apparently had 
more sense than I had; but as I was 
driving along—or, rather, hopping along 
from pot-hole to pot-hole—I was surprised 
to meet an Irish Guardsman in full 
uniform cycling quietly along the road. 
He looked most incongruous, but his 
stalwart figure cheered me up and helped 
me to endure the severe disturbances to 
which my liver was subjected until in 
the fullness of time—and it was a long 
time—I reached Monasterevan with sadly 
shaken springs. 


An Ulster Artist. 


I was in Belfast on Boxing Day, and 
met my friend, Mr. William Conor, the 
artist, who has had an exceedingly busy 
year. While I was in his studio he 
showed me a remarkable portrait on which 
he is working. It is 
a portrait of the late 
Major-General Sir 
Oliver Nugent, who 
commanded the 
famous Ulster Divi- 
sion in France, and 
the officers of the 
Division have com- 
missioned Mr. Conor 
to paint him from a 
photograph. I can 
imagine few more 
dificult tasks, even 
for an artist of Mr. 
Conor’s great skill; 
but I was astonished 
at the success which he has achieved. It 
is a three-quarter length portrait of the 
late General in uniform, and the artist has 
caught his subject's rsonality with 
almost uncanny insight, although I 
believe that he never saw General Nugent 
in the flesh. It is really a remarkable 
piece of work, which, when finished, wil! 
be presented to Belfasi’s new Art 
Gallery. Mr. Conor also has executed a 
fine portrait of Mr. Hirsch, Headmaster 
of Armagh Royal School, which has been 
presented to him by his old boys. 

Although he made his name through his 
drawings and paintings of Belfast’s in- 
dustrial life, which are as racy of 
Northern soil as Jack Yeats’s work is of 
the West, Mr. Conor has become one of 
our finest portrait painters.* He has 
struck a happy mean between impres- 
sionism and the conyentional style of 
portrait painting, with excellent results, 
and his work created much interest at the 
recent exhibition of the Royal Portrait 
Society in London. He rarely visits 
Dublin now, as he divides his time 
between Belfast and London; but it is a 
great pity that the Trish capital should 
not see more of his admirable work. 


CONOR. 


Nassau Street. 


Now that the statue of “ King Billy ”’ 
has lost its head, one of the -few memo- 
rials to the monarch in Dublin is con- 
tained in the name of Nassau street, 
so-called after the Count of Nassau, one 
of the titles of William III. The original 
name of the street was St. Patrick’s Well 
Jane, and just within the walls of Trinity 
College, facing what is now Dawson street, 
there was once a holy well—‘‘ the wonder- 
spring of Dublin in the Middle Ages,”’ as 
one writer calls it.

“Juno” in Norway. : Nassau Street. 


The Bishop of Clogher. 


“ Juno” in Norwegian. 


One of the most interesting pieces of 
news of the past few days is that con- 
tained in a note from Oslo to the effect 
that Sean O’Casey’s excellent play of 
Dublin life, “Juno and the Payeock.” 
has been running for more than two 
inonths at the Norwegian Theatre in that 
city. This is an indication that the lay, 
as staged there, is very much to the king 
of the compatriots of Ibsen and Bjornsen. 
Unfortunately there is nothing to indicate 
whether the play is staged as in Dublin, 
or whether it has been “ adapted ” or 
otherwise interfered with by those who 
produced it. 

Many have been the discussions in 
literary and dramatic circles in Dublin as 
to whether O’Casey’s plays were “' too 
localised ’’ to be appreciated at their full 
worth anywhere outside Dublin. “Juno ”’ 
had a kind of success in London and in 
the United States, but such comments 
upon these productions as I have heard 
do not lead me to believe that the play 
ever was Teally understood as anything 
but rollicking farce in either England or 
America. The subtleties of characterisa- 
tion, and the implicit political irony, 
escaped these audiences, as they did octa- 
sionally those in Dublin. It would be an 
exceedingly interesting experience for a 
Dublin citizen to watch the citizens of 
Oslo interpreting “Juno.” Norwegian 
critics have said little about the play. so 
far ; perbape they are trying to under- 
stand ! 

Meantime the production of ‘ The 
Silver Tassie ' does not seem to come any 
nearer: first London would have it, then 
New York, but for some months nothing 
has been heard about it. It would not be 
at all surprising if some of the Dublin 
producing societies were to be first with 
the play after all the fuss. Any of the 
producing societies could do very much 
worse, and if Mr. O'Casey would give 
permission, such a venture would be worth 


while.

Honour for Cork Professor. 


Dr. David Thomas Barry, of Cork, who 
has been appointed by the President of 
the French Republic, and has received the 
approval of the Free State Government to 
accept, the insignia of Knight of the 
Legion of Honour, is one of the foremost 
of Cork’s. cultured citizens, and he fills 
with distinction the Chair of Physiology 
at the University in that city. i 

Dr. Barry, who was born at Bally- 
annhan, in County Cork, the eldest son 
of the iate Mr. Thomas Barry, received 
his early education in Cork, and later 
proceeded to Berlin. He took medical 
degrees, and set up in practice at Rock 
Ferry, in Cheshire, but on taking his 
Primary Fellewship he relinquished his 
practice, and continued his studies at 
Berlin, Heidelberg and Paris. 

Dr. Barry, who has held his professoria| 
appointment for more than twenty years, 
is a Fellow of the Royal College of 
Surgeons, and has written numerous 
papers for the scientific journals. The 
French honour now bestowed upon him is 
a reward for his scientific research work 
and for his translation of the ‘* Trans- 
actions of the Société de Biologie.” 


Che Beauty of Venus.

“HARD NUTS.” 
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PUZZLES THAT HAVE 
NEVER BEEN SOLVED. 
——- 

(By H. CRICHTON.) 


HE man who wishes to exercise his 
i brains on a really tough problem 
has a wide range of choice; and he has 
the stimulus of knowing that, if he 
solves certain problems, he will have done 
what no man has ever done before, and 
that’ his fame will be assured. The 
world’s cleverest mathematicians have 
spend thousands of years in attempting 
to find the square root of 2. It has been 
calculated to 111 places of decimals by 
one enthusiast; but the exact root 
remains, and probably always will 
remain, unfound. As a matter of fact, not 
only human life, but Time itself, is too 
short for the task. 

Just as baffling is the problem how to 
square a circle. The cleverest brains ol 
all. ages and countries have wrestled in 
vain to discover the precise relation 
hetween the diameter and the circum- 
ference of a circle. One Dutch professor 
gave nearly fifty years of his life to the 
task. He worked out the equation to 
over 700 places of decimals, and was then 
little nearer the end of his calculation 
than when he began. 

A problem to which a satisfying 
solution still remains unfound after 
centuries of effort, is the following :— If 
two snakes start to swallow each other 
simultaneously, each getting the tail of 
the other in its mouth, so that the circle 
formed by the snakes becomes smaller 
and smaller, what will eventually become 
of the snakes’? The real crux of the 
préblem is to decide at what exact point 
the swallowing must cease. Even if we 
assume that they both go on to the 
“ bitter end,” we cannot prophesy that 
end unless we know something about their 
relative vitality and swallowing capacity ; 
and also how much of either snake must 
be swallowed, or for how long a time, 
before a vital organ is sufficiently affected 
to cause death. All that we can say Is 
what will not happen—that the snakes 
will continue to swallow each other until 
both disappear altogether. Yet where it 
will really end it is impossible to say. 

Another problem on which a man might 
work in vain for a long life-time is this :— 
“ How long would it take a man to pay 
off a debt of a pound at the rate of ten 
shillings the first month; five shillings 
the second month; hall-a-crown the third 
—and so on, every payment being half the 
preceding one?’’ At the end of six months 
the debtor would have paid off all but 
threepence three-farthings; but. if he 
were to continue till the crack of doom, 
there would: always be a balance, however 
microscopic, against him. 


NEVER, NEVER. 


Not less tantalising is this problem : 

A man has in his pocket current silver 
coihs of the realm to the value of four- 
teen shillings, but he is unable to find 
change for half'a sovereign. What coins 
has he? The question seems simple 
enough to tempt the most cautious to 
tackle it; but let them beware. They 
may wrestle with it for years; they may 
grow grey and wrinkled over it; but 
never, so it is said, will they find the 
answer. It will thus be wise to turn a 
blind eye to its guileless allurements. 

For two thousand years nobody has 
found the answer te jhat ancient puzzle ol 
the race between the swilt-footed Achilles 
and the tortoise. Achilles can run one 
hundred yards while the tortoise is 
laboriously covering ten. In the race the 
tortoise is given one hundred yards start. 
When will Achilles overtake his slow- 
footed competitor / 

“Never,” was the answer of the 
cleverest men of Athens— “for, they said, 
“when Achilles has completed his hun- 
dred yards, he has the tortoise still ten 
yards ahead of him. By the time when he 
has coveted the ten yards, the tortoise has 
advanced one yard. Achilles now covers 
the yard separating him from the tortoise, 
but still finds the latter one-tenth of a 
yard ahead. When Achilles has run this 
tenth of a yard the tortoise is still a 
hundredth part of a yard ahead.’’ 

So such a course of reasoning might be 
continued for ever, demonstrating as 
plainly as possible that, in spite of his 
superior speed, Achilles will never pass 
the tortoise. Of course, specious as the 
argument is, there is a flaw somewhere. 
In practice, the whole argument would be 
everthrown in a few moments; for the 
runner would fly past his rival before the 
latter had crawled many inches cver 
eleven yards. 

There is no limit to these tantalising 
problems. For example, how would you 
prove that there are at least two persons 
in the world who have precisely the same 
number cf hairs on their heads? How 
can you disprove the assertion that Nature 
never makes any two objects precisely 
similar? What is the relation between 
sunspots and the mariner’s compass? 
Why does the prevalence of spots on the 
sun make the compass erratic and un- 
trustworthy? What effect has the moon 
on the weather?

APPEAL.

WILL IRELAND COMPETE 
NEXT YEAR? 


The Eisteddfod is to be held in the coming 
August, in Liverpool. Two years ago Holy- 
head was the chosen venue, and there was a 
large number both of competitors and visitors 
from this country. One of the Irish successes 
of the festival was the victory of Miss Cul- 
wick’s choir. It is not yet certain whether 
she will take over a choir to compete at 
Liverpool in 1929, but it is her intention to 
do so, provided she can put forward a well- 
balanced choir. 

Among the competitive pieces ascertained 
to be included in the programme are :—For 
the chief choral competition, ‘‘ Sanctus,’’ from 
Bach “ B minor Mass”; “ Chorus of Seafolk ” 
from “ Dylan ” (Holbrook), and “ The Sands 
of Dee.” For the second choral competition, 
“Lullaby” (E T. Davies) and “Now the 
Impetuous Torrents Rise"’ (D. Jenkins). For 
the chief male voice choir, “ The Herald’’ 
(Elgar), '“The Cataract’? (Hopkins Evans). 
For the lad‘vs’ choir, “ The Fairies’’ (Stan- 
ford), “She only is the Pride” (Robert 
Jones), “ Daffodils’’ (H. F. Ellingford). 

Year after year this great national festival 
of Wales brings together a larger number of 
Welshmen who have gone to other parts of 
the world to earn their livelihood. One of 
the outstanding features of the festival is the 
public welcome accorded to these home-com- 
ing sons and daughters of the land In 
Australia the increasing interest in the 
Eisteddfod is shown by a notification that 
has reached the committee responsible for 
the arrangements. The five State divisions of 
Australia have arranged a preliminary com- 
petition, the winners in each State to meet 
and compete with each other in a final con- 
test to decide which is the champion singer 
of Australia. This fortunate person will re- 
ceive a £209 ticket and £50 to enable him to 
travel to Wales with the Eisteddfod contin- 
vent, and compete there against the picked 
soloists of England, Scotland and Jreland. 

There is probably no other country in the 
world that hoasts a gathering so representa- 
tive of a whole nation as is the Eisteddfod. 
Whatever difference Welshmen may have 
amongst themselves on other points, they are 
as one man regarding their musical festival. 
It is the great national event of the year, 
because thev are a nation of music-lovers. 
At Holyhead two years ago it seemed to the 
Irish visitors as if the whole of Wales had 
been concentrated in one smal] corner of the 
countrv. The town was decorated as if for 
a royal visit, and every hotel and house and 
cottage in it, and for many stations down 
the line, was taxed to the utmost to find 
room for all. There were no counter attrac- 
tions and none was needed. The long daily 
programme of events in the big temporary 
pavilion, built for the Eisteddfod, was all 
that concerned anybody From all parts of 
Wales had come competitors, and with them 
their relations and friends. If there were ar.y 
Welshmen so unworthy of their name as to 
weary occasionally of the feast of music pro- 
vided for them, there were other items full 
of interest. The gathering of bards in their 
ceremonial costumes was, in itself, worth 
coming a long journey to see, and so were 
the numerous national dancing competitions. 

Surely Ireland will make strenuous efforts 
to follow up her success of two years wee. 
and send a large contingent to Liverpool! next 
August.

This 
steamer comes Jaden with supplies, and car- 
ries away with it the produce of the islands, 
mainly copra and pearl shells, from which 
small pearl buttons and studs are made. 

On an island which is his own property 
Mr. Collinson lives, the only white man, with 
about a thousand natives.

Much interest was taken at the Kildare 
Court, before Mr. Reddin, Distriet Justice, 
when the military authorities sought pos- 
session of a house at the Curragh Camp from 
Martin McCarthy, at Gough Barracks. 

Mr. P. J. McCann, solicitor, appeared for 
the plaintiffs, while Mr. J. Há Dunne, 
.olicitor. was for the defendant. 

’ McCarthy was the machine gunner at the 
siege of Kilkenny Castle by the National Army 
in 1922, under Colonel Prout. 

Mr. McCann said that the defendant 
occupied a house at the Curragh Camp at 
“s. 6d. per week. While in the em loyment 
of the Army authorities he was allowed to 
occupy the house No. 16 B Block at Gough 
Barracks. The custom wae to deduct the 
amount of rent from his wages. He had not 
heen in employment since January, vet he 
was in occupation of this house, which was 
now required by the military. 

- THE NOTICE To Quit. 

Lieutenant Cornelius Barry produced a copy 
of the agreement made with the defendant 
chen he took over the quarters’ at Gough 
Barracks, for which he was charged 7s. 6d. 
per week. The defendant had been served 

ith notice to quit. He remained in pos- 

sion although he was discharged from his 
employment at the Curragh Camp. The 
narters were required for military pu ; 
They were purely military quarters which 
had been set aside for the use of civilians 
engaged in the barracks. 


Cross-examined by Mr. Dunne, solicitor— 


The defendant went into occupation jon 12th 
October, 1926. He was living in a hut some- 
where on the Camp before that. He owned 
the hut and sold it. fhis 

Lieutenant Swan and Captain Feely having 
civen evidence as to possession having been 
demanded of the quarters, 

\fr. Dunne submitted that there was no 
proof of notice to quit. It was absolutely 
essential that the notice to quit should be 
proved. The rent was deducted from the de- 
jendant s pay. 

Mr. P. J. McCann said that reasonable 
notice had been given and the house was 
required for military purposes. 

THE DEFENDANT'S EVIDENCE. 

Martin McCarthy, the defendant, in reply 
to Mr. Dunne, said he had been working at 
ihe Curragh Camp with the British Army. 
He was there provisionally in 1922, wher he 
was approached by John Nolan, Vice- 
President T.R.A., who asked him to report 

Beggars’ Bush Barracks. He was then 
e £4 8s. from the British Army, and 
his som also was employed, making a total of 
£8 15s.. John Nolan, who was afterwards 
siled m Trim, asked him to port at 
Beggars’ Bush, and having done so he was 
sent to Kilkenny, and on the following day 
they occupied a position there. He was 
through the entire service in 1922 and up to 
the 29th September, 1923, while he remained 
with the National Army. He was afterwards 
demobilised and was out of employment for 
rie time. He was then employed as a 
MViilan 
Curragh Camp, and he purchased a hut there 
from Mr. James for $30. and brought his 
wife to Jive there. He afterwards got notice 
that if ne did not give up the key of the 
hut, he would be ‘‘sacked.’”” Mr. Dunne 
(solicitor) took the case to Headquarters, 
however, and he was then told that the hut 
was his own prc rty. He afterwards sold 

hut. He had been promised that’ when 
a vacaney occurred he would be employed, 
but when it occurred it was given to a man 
who had never served in the National Army. 

To Mr. Dunne, solicitor—I received a letter 
saving that my case would be put before the 
Minister of Defence. I broke up my home 
in 1922 and went at the call to serve the 
present Government at a time when I had 
a home, and a good home. [I went after- 
wards to see about a job at Clogheen, recom- 
mended -by Lady. Greer, but the job was 
taken up. I would have no hesitation to go 
out any morning that I could get employ- 
ment, 

Mr. Dunne, solicitor, asked for a stay. 
McCarthy had a good position in the British 
Army, and could have a good one if he went 
across to England, but when asked to do so 
he jomed the National Army and rendered 
sood service. Subsequently he was workin 
on the Curragh Camp. When forced out o 
his job he was given an undertaking that 
when a vaeaney occurred he would get it, 
but the Commandant who had hopes of the 
vacaney for him had since left the Camp. He 
asked for the greatest possible leniency under 
the circumstances. 

In reply to the Justice, the defendant said 
that he had a family of four. The eldest boy 
was in the Army, while a little boy of 14 
was in Peamount Sanatorium. The girl was 
in a technical school. He had a pension of 
9s. 9d. per week from the British Army. 


A DECREE GRANTED. 

Justice—The defendant has exercised his 
rights as a citizen and as a Tipperary man, 
and if he takes up anything, he will not be 
beaten except by bad luck. Probably luck 
is against him at present. The State has 
made an assault, and, I am afraid, will carry 
the position. It is entitled to have this house 
for Army purposes, and a man who is not 

civilian employé at the Camp or in the 
\rmy has no might to it. He is still in 
occupation of the fortress and has been for 
eleven months, and I think in the end he 
must really retire. He has certainly done 
redit to himself and to Tipperary. grant

| Belfast and throughout the Northern 
~ province the Christmas season was spent 
in the traditional Ulster manner. The 
city was thronged with holiday crowds, 
and the shops had a busy time during the 
week-end and on Christmas Eve, althongh 
money was scarce and people were cautious 
in their purchases. Christmas Day dawned 
bright and promising, but during the after- 
noon half a gale of wind blew up, accom- 
panied by rain, and out of doors jit was 
anything but pleasant, Later on, however, 
there was glorious moonlight, and, apurt 
from a little frost and snow, which would 
have provided a seasonable atmosphere, 
the weather conditións were ideal. On 
Boxing Day we had pleasant sunshine. 
with intermittent showers, and the various 
DS events took place under favour- 
able circumstances. Fit 
_A happy feature, reminiscent of old 
times, was the appearance on the streets 
of bands of carol singers collecting sub- 
scriptions for various charitable organisa- 
tions. The poor of Belfast were well looked 
after, numerous entertainments being 
given to those in need, and the patients 
in the hospitals were also cheered by the 
generous services of others. Notwith- 
standing the. shortage of money, the 
various theatres, picture-houses and dance 
halls were liberally supported. There was 
a happy holiday spirit everywhere, and 
the people generally are looking forward 
with renewed hope to an improvement in 
the industrial conditions in the new year. 


POLITICAL PROBLEMS. 


The troubles. in Northern political 

circles, which were foreshadowed in this 
column recently, are beginning to make 
themselves felt, and there is anxiety in 
the official Unionist camp at the trend of 
events. The revolt against traditional 
authority is spreading, and the people are 
not satisfied to have their opinions 
moulded by a few politicians at the head 
of affairs. This is to be seen in the fact that 
the official candidate for the imperial repre- 
sentation of North Belfast is opposed by a 
nominee of the temperance party, and, 
strangely enough, there is a strong’ feeling 
that the local optionist will carry the total 
abstinence standard to victory should there 
be a contesi. There are persistent 
rumours, however, that the differences 
will be composed, and that the official 
candidate may be withdrawn in order to 
prevent the Unionist votes from being split, 
as well as to avoid the risk of defeat. 
_ This is not unlikely, as the constituency 
is a temperance stronghold, and the re- 
formers are determined to fight, if neces- 
sary, to a finish. Another surprise has 
been sprung on the electors in the Cromac 
Ward of the city, where the official 
Unionist candidate for the Corporation. 
Sir Crawford McCullagh, is being opposed 
by Mr. W. H. Alexander, who is sup- 
ported by the joint committee of the 
Chambers of Commerce and Trade and 
business organisations. The second official 
Unionist candidate, Mr. Fred. Thompson, 
already a member of the Council, has 
decided to withdraw from the contest ; and 
a meeting of the Municipal Ward Com- 
mittee of the local Unionist Association 
is to be held to-morrow night to select 
another candidate. It seems that Mr. 
Thompson is dissatisfied with the position 
of affairs relative to the Mayoralty. 


POSITION OF CAPTAIN CRAIG. M.P 


Regret is expressed on all sides at the 
decision of Captain C. C. Craig, brother 
of the Prime Minister, to retire from 
parliamentary life. For the past quarter 
of a century he has represented Ulster at 
Westminster, being one of the members 
for County Antrim, and his loss to the 
little band of thirteen will be severely 
felt. He was always at the post of duty 
when required,‘ and has served the pro- 
vince in its political affairs with distinc- 
tion. In the letter offering his resigna- 
tion, Captain Craig says that he has been 
influenced by the fact that the position of 
the Ulster members in the Imperial 
Parliament, and, indeed, the relationship 
between that Parliament and Ulster have 
been so altered by the setting up of the 
Northern Parliament that he has found it 
difficult to accustom himself to the new 
conditions which have been created by 
these changes; and as it is proverbially 
dificult for an old dog to learn new 
tricks, he thought it: was better that 
someone else should now be entrusted 
with his share of the task of representing 
the province in the Imperial Parliament. 

It will be difficult to fill Captain Craig’s 
place, and the choice of a suitable suc- 
cessor will present another problem to the 
selectors. f course, no one would, have 
dreamed of opposing Captain Craig, as he !s 
too firmly established in the affections of 
his constituents, but it will be different 
in the case of a newcomer, and the tem- 
perance party, elated with the results of 
their action in North Belfast, will be 
certain to have a say in the matter. 


CROSS-CHANNEL MAILS.

Attention has been drawn up here to the 
fact that the Free State Govern 
ment has interested itself in this 
question, as, largely owing to its 
representation the railway company put 
on a special steamer service from the 
North Wall, Dublin, to Holyhead every

It is 
unders that this service is proving of 
real benefit. te farmers and shippers in 
Southern Ireland, and it is hoped that the 
service to be commenced here will offer 
similar advantages. 

Markets. are held on Saturdays in 
Londonderry, Coleraine and Ballymena, as 
well as elsewhere; and, as it is not always 
possible to catch the steamer on the same 
night, the profitable English markets held 
on Mondays are frequently missed. Under 
the new conditions there should be a de- 
cided change for the better, and a larger 
volume of trade between the two countries 
is expected. 


EDUCATIONAL TROUBLES. 


The education question is again being 
raised by the Churches, and the 
Government will be pressed to amend 
the Londonderry Act in several im- 
portant particulars, but specially with 
regard to Bible instruction in schools and 
the representation of religious and educa- 
tional bodies upon the Regional Com- 
mittees. 
other day, the Rev. James Quinn, Joint 
Secretary of the United Education Com- 
mittee of the Protestant Churches, said 
that after three years’ experience of the 
Act they were convinced that the time 
had arrived when the whole situation 
should be reviewed and education should 
be put upon a. broader and better. basis 
than it had yet attained, with a full and 
frank recognition of the place that must be 
occupied by religion and religious instruc- 
tio if they hoped to remain a Christian 
community. 

There is no disability whatever to prevent 
clergymen from serving on the Borough 
and Regional Committees; but, curiously 
enough, they have been. passed over by 
those responsible for the selection of the 
committees. In commenting upon this aspect 
of the subject, Mr. Quinn says that it isa 
question of bringing up Protestant boys 
and girls in a sympathetic attitude and 
relationship to organised Christianity, and 
that cannot: be hoped for while the 
Protestant Churches, as such, are expelled 
from the educational system and relieved 
from all responsibility for its successful 
working. That has been a source of dis- 
content and irritation all along; and it is 
hoped that in the amending clauses pro- 
vision will be made for the statutory 
representation of the Churches, the 
university and so forth on the committees 
in charge of education throughout the 
province. In the opinion of Mr. Quinn— 
and he says that he knows the feeling of 
the country on the matter—far-reaching 
changes will have to be made, and the 
sooner the better.

THE PROBLEM OF THE. 
WEATHER. 


HE recent run of wet summers which 

** we have experienced has directed our 
attention to the weather and its vagaries. 
The: publication of daily weather forecasts 
has made some of us wonder how some of 
these forecasts are made, and their 
general accuracy has led to a hope that we 
fear. soon have forecasts for a month or a 

ar, instead of a day. For those who.are 
becoming impatient.about the delay in the 
publication of long-range weather fore- 
casts, this book on British climate by 
Dr. Brooks and Dr. Glasspoole will prove 
soothing ; for in it the authors have set 
forth some of the causes which ‘produce 
the phases of our weather. 

These causes are world-wide, including, 
for instance, the Gulf ‘Stream and. the 
Labrador ice current; but the main 
causes are the Iceland ecyclone and the 
Azores anti-cyclone. The movements of 
these two produce manyvof the features of 
our weather. It is interesting, however, 
to find a connection between the Nile flood 
and British rainfall; volcanic orateot 
and winter snowfalls in Northern Europe 
also seem to affect it:.. The influences at 
work are so diverse that one may wonder 
when, if ever, they will be welded into a 
unified system by which we may’ be 
enabled te solve the many problems with 
which our weather presents us. 
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The’ book has' some very interesting 
chapters on the great floods and droughts 
of the past, treated so as to make clear the 
effects of these and, where possible,. the 
eauses of them. Dr, Brooks, an authority 
on the weather conditions of the past, has 
uséd all his knowledge and skill to present 
a vast. amount of information in a highly 
attractive way. At the same time such 
recent occurrences as the wet summers of 
1024 and 1927, and the dry summer of 
1921, are treated very fully, a chapter 
being devoted to each. Not the least in- 
teresting chapter is the one dealing with 
cycles of weather, which may be recom- 
mended to those who believe in the 
efficacy of such aids to long-range fore- 
casting. 

The style of the book is pleasant, and 
the subject, which is normally a heavy 
one, is presented in a light manner, often 
tinged with humour, making it intelligible 
to.all. After reading it the average man 
will take a deep interest in the depres- 
sions which cross our country, and will 
keep .a watchful eye on the anti-cyclone 
situated around the Azores. The book is 
well illustrated with maps, charts and 
plates, which add much to the value of the 
book.

CHIVALRY.

CCUPYING a position midway 
between classical antiquity and 
modern commercialism, .Chiyalry merits 
the attention of the student. of. history. 
It is a subject that has been viewed from 
many angles, but seldom has been seen 
in true perspective. While Mr. Batty and 
the romantic school exalted it to a status 
altogether out of proportion to the facts, 
Dr. Arnold and the Radicals erred in the 
opposite extreme. Truth, as usual, steers 
the middle course. 

In the eleventh. century ieudalism as a 
military system had become obsolete. The 
need for it had gone. The feudal knight 
had become something very much like an 
armed freebooter, and Europe, bristling 
with innumerable castles and a lawless 
soldiery, was- facing in her own dis- 
integration a peril greater than that of 
ipvasion from without. The Council of 
Clermont, in proclaiming the first 
crusade, captured the feudal knight for 
Christetidom, and the age of Christian 
chivalry had begun. 

It was a strange fusion, this blending of 
war and religion. Later came the trouba- 
dours and the amour courtois. The third 
element was added, and the. problem 
became more interesting and typically 
medieval. In an alliance of war, religion 
and gallantry it is not difficult to find an 
explanation of the strange inconsistencies 
of the period.* Chivalry, in iact, was less 
an institution than an ideal wherein piety, 
honour and love struggled with super- 
stition, ruthlessness and lust. 

* % ° ¥* 
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The present work comprises'a number of 
lectures given by members of King’s 
College, London. In tracing the origin, 
growth and historical significance of 
chivalry and its progress in France, 
Spain, Germany and Portugal, it covers a 
very wide field, and is an eminently satis- 
fying and scholarly production. Old 
chronicles are extensively searched, and 
many interesting sidelights are given. In- 
tended for the general student, it is by no 
means exhaustive, and one ef its. chief 
merits consists in the stimualns it wil! 
give to the more serions student. 
Particularly good are Professor Pastor’s 
comparison between the Chanson de 
Roland and the Cantar de Mio Cid, and 
Professor Prestage’s chapter on the 
chivalry of Portugal.

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A SON’S MEMORIES OF 


DICKENS. 

| Cad some recent publications about 

Dickens, it is refreshing to turn to 
the loving, though well-balanced, tribute 
by Sir Henry Dickens, Common Serjeant 
of the City of London, and only sur- 
viving son of the great novelist. The book 
consists of a couple of articles which 
appeared in The Times on the 
anniversary of Dickens’s death, but, 
fugitive though the articles seemed then, 
they had qualities and material which 
demanded a more permanent form in the 
mass of literature that is now gathered 
round Dickens’s name. 

When Dickens died in 1870 his son was 
21 years of age, and that son remembers 
him as clearly as though it were yester- 
Hay. He can see him smoking his cigar 

fter breakfast before beginning the work 
for the day: he takes us with him on the 
afternoon walks in the country round 
Gadd’s Hill ; conjures up a vision of him 
at dinner time, when he was ‘‘his own 
bright, irresistible, interesting radiant 
self; ful) of life, with wonderful animal 
spirits, and bubbling over with humour ” ; 
and carries us on to ten o’clock at night, 
when Dickens mixed his gin punch, like 
Mr. Micawber, as if he were mixing “ not 
punch merely, but a fortune for his whole 
family down to the latest posterity.”’ 

There were’ moments of depression, and, 
on the whole, Dickens seem to have main- 
tained a quite unnecessary reserve towards 
his children, fond as he seems to have been 
of ‘them all: “But this may have arisen 
from the oversensitiveness of a great 
hearted man. That he was keenly interested 
in their material and spiritual welfare is 
made abundantly elear im this book, Sir 
Henry mentions—as Forster did fifty 
years agothat Dickens wrote a simple 
life of Christ for his own children. :

PUBLIC LIFE.” 


HE author of this book has long been 

_ well known to those who take any 
thing more than a superficial interest in 
ES and politicians. He has becn 
*olitical Correspondent to many great 
London newspapers, to the readers of 
which the initials “ A.P.N.” becanie 
synonymous with all that was best. 
informed in current political journglism. 
Because of this his book, ‘* The Real Men 
in Public Life,’’ is certain of a hearty 
welcome on both sides of the Atlantic. 
It .will . help materially - to correct 
some misconceptions, but it may tend 
merely to accentuate some others. 
An.endeavour to escape from politica] 
prejudice may be made, and the escape 
may be believed to be successful, but 
judgment as to its success must remain 
with readers. Not all readers will agree 
with Mr. Nicholson when he says: “I 
believe that I have not failed, save 
perhaps in one instance.’’ As he does not 
mention the particular case in which he 
may have failed, every reader will name 
his own. 

The majority of the sketches included 


brilliant periodical which has now, alas!

With one plea of Mr. Nicholson's most 
serious people will find themselves in 
agreement. ‘‘ The word politician is com- 
prehensive,’’ he says, “including the lesser 
fry, and it must therefore continue to be 
a term of dubious import; but it would 
be an advantage to restore a finer edge to 
the word ‘statesman.’”’ So long as the 
word ‘‘ statesman ” is confined in use to 
a poltician in office that finer edge can. 
not .be restored. If every writer on 
politics had the scholarly equipment and 
philosophical outlook of Mr. Nicholson 
the word might be brought back to its 
earlier meaning ; but the hope seems vain, 
as vain, indeed, as the politicians who 
usurp the word. 

Take the study of Mr. Lloyd George as 
a sample of Mr. Nicholson’s method. 
“ It is often said, and with truth of his 
later period, that Mr, Lloyd Gebdrge cares 
little for detail. He has no time for the 
sroundwork of his schemes, delegating it 
to experts, lawyers, a secretariat, to plan 
ent. At the outset he had some 
specialised knowledge. As a.solicitor he 
knew the detail of the law; as a Non- 
conformist who had been concerned in 
local disputes he had at his fingers’ ends 
the controversy over religious education 
in the schools. It was of inestimable 
service to him, soon after he won his seat 
in Parliament, that the chief struggle 
should be waged over Mr. Balfour's 
Education Act. He shone then, not only 
as an eloquent advocate for principles, 
but as a lynx-eyed critic in committee 
fights, where 4 grasp of detail is essen- 
tial.’’ Is Mr. Lloyd George Mr. Nichol- 
son’s lapse from the straight path of 
impartiality ?

THE WORK OF MILLET. 
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HE series “ Masters of Modern Art”’ 
which, issued from time to time, 

gives in each volume numerous reproduc- 
tions of the work of some famous artist 
and also his life, is now too well known 
to need an introduction to the public. 
There are, of course, some who only buy 
those volumes which give the work of 
artists who make a wide appeal to the 
masses. The majority of those who await 
these publications with interest intend to 
complete the set. Avery wide circulation 
both at home and abroad is assured to the 
recently published monograph devoted to 
the work. of Millet. Paul Gsell has 
written and J. Lewis May has translated 
the life of the peasant boy who became 
fhe world-famed painter of peasants. 

Born in Gruchs in the commune of 
Gréville, near Cherbourg, on 4th October, 
1814, Jean Francois Millet was the son of 
a farmer and grew up amidst the simple 
people and scenes which inspired his 
pictures. In 1859, the year in which 
Millet finished “ The Angelus,” he and 
his wife were in abject poverty. The 
picture, sold by him for a thousand francs, 
was sold finally for eight hundred times 
that sum to the famous art collector 
Chauchard, by whom it was ph sented to 
the Louvre. . Many reproductions among 
the 60 of Millet’s pictures given in this 
book will be well known to the majority 
of purchasers and some quite unfamiliar. 

This collection of plates shows, as no 
isolated example—even an original—could 
show. the aim of this lover of peasants, 
who exclaimed when, in 1859, the Salon 
rejected one of his best works: “They 
think to bend me to their views; they 
think to make a Salon artist of me.

Among the more hopeful aspects of the 
present state of international trade is the 
tranquillity that has come upon the world. 
The present year “has been the quietest 
trade year since. the return to normal 
conditions of world trade in 1919.”’ 


| Although the volume of trade shows no 


great advance, “ there has been below the 
surface a steady move in the direction of 
‘more healthy and better-established condi- 
tions.” One result of the new stability 
is an immense output of pig iron’ and 
steel. The past year has seen a larger world 
production of this basic raw material of 
industry than any other year in history. 
Optimists may discern in this fact 
evidence of world-wide confidence in the 
early expansion of manufacturing enter- 
prise, . Unhappily, progress in England 
has not kept pace with progress in other 
lands. If English production of iron and 
steel rose during 1928, the fact does not 
increased .demand . for . the 
produce; for incoming ‘supplies from 
other countries have fallen in larger 
measure. Throughout 1928 “the Con- 
tinent has been so full with home and 
export orders as to have a lesser margin 
available for export to this market.” The 
Continent is steadily expanding its pro- 
ductive capacity, and a similar menace to 
British trade is observed in the cotton 
industry. ‘“‘No matter how distasteful, 
it is a fact that buyers of cotton fabrics 
in the outlets abroad purchase only those 
Lancashire cloths which their own local 
industries are unable to manufacture.” 
Japanese, Chinese, Indian and con- 
tinental manufacturers have made inroads 
on markets formerly commanded by Lan- 
cashire. Their quotations “ have been up 
to 10 per cent. below Lancashire quota- 
tions.’ It is evident that, by “de- 
rating’’ and cognate measures, English 
trade and industry must be stripped ‘of 
the burdens which have handicapped them 
since the Great War.

China 's Fresh Start. 


We print to-day the terms of the treaty 
which Great Britain has signed with the 
Nationalist Government established at 
Nanking. The document has a large and 
twofold significance, In the first place, 
Great Britain accords full “ recognition ”’ 
to the Government which now controls 
China’s chief provinces and claims to 
represent the whole Republic, In the 
second place, this treaty embodies the 
policy of concession and good-will to which 
Britain. has been faithful throughout 
China’s prolonged disorders. Her readi- 
ness to surrender rights which she held 
under former treaties was announced at 
the Washington Tariff Conference; and, 
two years ago, Sir Austen Chamberlain 
declared that Britain would negotiate 
with any Chinese Government which 
could speak for the whole country or even 
for a substantial part of it. In this new 
treaty she is as good as her word, and by 
her unreserved grant of tariff autonomy 
to China she opens a fresh and, as we may 
hope, an auspicious chapter in Anglo- 
Chinese relations, On the one hand, the 
Governments of Great Britain and of the 
Dominions (including the Irish Free 
State) surrender some old privileges 
which had come to be privileges only on 
paper. On the other hand, they establish 
friendly terms with the new China, and 
secure pledges of “ most favoured nation ”’ 
treatment that will be valuable in the 
development of British trade. As a result, | 
for instance, of the new rates of Customs 
tariff (which are guaranteed for at least 
twelve months) the majority of British 
imports to China will receive immediate 
benefit- Furthermore, the Nanking 
Government gives assurances that, without 
more delay than is inevitable in present 
conditions, it will abolish the likin. These 
internal duties, levied on imported goods 
at the will of provincial rulers, have been 
a long-standing nuisance to foreign trade. 
Two days after the British treaty was 
signed at Nanking the French Govern- 
ment signed a similar treaty, and the 
example is being followed promptly by 
several other countries, including the 
United States; indeed, the only exception 
among the important. Powers is Japan. 
These treaties will help the Nanking 
Government to consolidate its authority ; 
for they endow it with a new prestige. If 
it observes thein faithfully, and is able to 
pursue a steady course of internal reform, 
a time of peaceful: progress may be in 
store for CUbina that will repair her 
terrible losses during the years of 
anarchy. Another sign of the Govern- 
ment’s desire to set the Chinese house in 
order may be found in its effort to disband 
and reorganise the huge armies which are 
the curse of the ‘outlying provinces. A 
conference to this end was opened on 
Wednesday... The Government’s troops 
number over a million; the independent 
units make a total of some 600,000; and 
the reduction of aljl these forces: to half a 
thillion would cost nearly four million

relations with Japan, who still refuses to 
avknowledge China’s tariff autonomy and 
retains her troops in the Chinese province 
of Shantung. The Chinese boycott of

“Sir Samuel Hoare 
says truly thatthe “new Perseus,” as the 
British airman. has been described hy The 
Times, not only is the friend of women 
and children in distress, but also is a 
messenger of peace apd good-will. Through 
his agency French and Gérman citizens 
have been brought together in circum- 
stances of the most dramatic kind, Those 
German women who were borne swiftly 
from captivity to freedom on the wings of 
the Royal Air Force never again can feel 
hostility towards the British race; those 
French women who were their sisters in 
distress never can forget how their former 
enemies shared their perils and their joys. 
Thus, rather than by protocols and 
treaties, nations are reconciled ; and it +s 
gratifying to know that the young British 
Air Force has been the instrument of a 
symbol which cannot but impress those 
men and women who still. harbour the 
bitternesses of the war.

The Hunting Season. 


The revival of hunting in Ireland has 
been one of the most welcome features of 
recent years, During the *‘ troubles” 
the ancient sport fell on evil days. 
People had not the heart to hunt at a 
time when the country was torn by civil 
strife; many of the sport’s best patrons 
were driven from their homes, and at one 
time it seemed as if there never would be 
another hunt in Ireland. Happily, with 
the return of settled conditions, the hunt- 
ing folk have come back, This season 
there has been a great recovery, and 
throughout the country hounds once again 
are in full cry, Hunting in Ireland is 
the most democratic of sports. Gentle 
and simple, peer and peasant: are drawn 
together by the magic of the huntsman’s 
horn, and the humblest farmer loves 
nothing. better than a day with his 
favourite pack, In the hunting field the 
Free State has.one of her most. valuable 
assets. Not only does the sport attract 
wealthy visitors from other countries, but 
it is the main support of the horse-breed- 
ing industry, which has made the name of 
Ireland famous throughout the world. 
City folk must envy those fortunate’ 
beings whose lot is cast in such pleasant 
places, where there are good fish in. the 
river, fine birds on the wing and a good 
supply of foxes in the coverts. Economic 
stress is forcing greater and greater num- 
bers of country folk to live in the towns, 
and even in the country young men now- 
adays seem to be inclined rather to watch 
football. matches than to roam across the 
fields with a shot gun and a dog. The 
lure of the hunt, however, continues to 
exercise its irresistible appeal, A crimson 
coat still is as attractive as it was in the 
days of Jorrocks, and the human brain 
has invented no more exhilarating sport 
than that which binds a man and his 
horse -in eager fellowship.

THE ARCHDEACON OF 


HEREFORD. 


The Archdeacon of Hereford, the Ven. 
Rowland Tracy Ashe oy, rle, died in 
Hereford General Hospital, following an 
operation, late on Wednesday night, aged 
62 years. He was appointed Archdeacon of 
Hereford in 1923, and a Canon of Hereford 
two years later. For many years he was 
Rector of Ross. The Archdeacon was a 
descendant of John Kyrie, 1637-1724, the 
philanthropist styled by Pope “ The Man of 
Ross,” in which Herefordshire town the 
sreater part of Kyrle’s life was spent. The 
Kvrle Society, which aims at bringing the 
influences of natural and artistic beauty to 
bear on the lives of the people, was named 
after him. 


COLONEL JAMES O*HARA. 


The death occurred at a private nursing 
home in London, on December 22nd, of 
Colonel James O'Hara, of Lenaboy, Galway, 
and St. James Square, Bath. Colonel O'Hara, 
who was born in 1865, was the son of Lieut.- 
Colonel James O'Hara, of Lenaboy, Galway. 
He was educated at Wellington College, and 
at the Royal Military College, Sandhurst. He 
entered the Dragoon Guards in 1886, was pro- 
moted Lieut.-Colonel in 1907, and Colonel in 
1913. He served in the South African War 
of 1889 to 1902, was twice mentioned in 
despatches, and was awarded the Queen's 
modil with two clasps. For his services in 
connection with the Great War he was 
awarded the King’s medal with two clasps. 
He served in Italy as Command Paymaster 
in 1918, was Regimental Paymaster, Army 
Pay Department, Chatham, in 1916, and 
Command Paymaster at Hong-Kong in 1913. 
In 1917 he was appointed to the Northern 
Command. He retired in. 1925. Colonel 
O’Hara married Margaret, daughter of the 
late Mr. William Chalmers Carmicheal, and 
there were two children of the marriage. 
In 1917. he was awarded the C.B. Colonel 
O’Hara was known as a sportsman and 
a good shot; being very keen on game 
hunting. 


DR. ANDREA AMICI, 


Reuter’s Rome Correspondent announces 
that Dr. Andrea Amici, the Papal physician, 
has died of pneumonia. Hig illness was very 
short, as only a week ago he took part in the 
inauguration ceremony of the Jubilee year of 
the Pontiff, whom he accompanied, from the 
Papal apartments to St. Peter’s and back. 
The Pope, who daily. enquired about Dr. 
Amici’s illness, is deeply affected by his 
death. 


MR. JOHN LEE. 


Mr. John Lee, C.B.E., M.A., M.Com.Sc., 
Belfast, late Controller of the Central Tele- 
graph Office, died suddenly on Christmas 
Eve, in his 62nd year, on board the Laconia, 
on his way home from: New York, says 
The Times. A man of remarkable in- 
tellectual and administrative ability, he pos- 
sessed also a singularly attractive personality, 
and his death will be deeply regretted in the 
Dominions and on the Continent, as well us 
at home. In the Post Office service he rose 
from the ranks to become head of one of the 
great executive departments. He entered 
the service at Liverpool as a second-clase 
telegraphist in January, ‘1883; reached the 
grade of assistant superintendent in diay, 
1901; was transferred to headquarters as 
assistant ‘traffic manager for telephone pur- 
poses in October, 1907, and rose by successive 
promotions to be deputy chief. inspector of 
telegraph and telephone traffic in April, 1916. 
A short term as Postmaster of Belfast fol- 
lowed, and in 1919 he was brought back tc 
headquarters as controller of the Central! 
Telegraph Uffice. After his retirement, in 
1927, he joined the board of the Automatic 
Telephone Company and of some of its 
associated companies, and was on his way 
home from a visit to the United States on the 
business of the company when he died, 


MR. PHILIP HAMAN MILLER. 


We regret to announce the death, at Moy- 
leen, Marlow, Buckinghamshire, on December 
23rd, of Philip Haman Miller, Associate of 
the Royal Hibernien Academy. 

Mr. Miller was well-known for his portraits 
and figure subjects, and contributed to lead- 
ing illustrated papers. Born in Londonderry, 
he was the son of the Rev. J. H. Miller, 
Headmaster of Foyle College. He was 
educated at Queen’s College, Belfast, and the 
Royal College of Surgeors, Dublin. Pre- 
ferring architecture ahd painting to medicine, 
he entered the Royal Academy schools and 
after a short time’ he’ gained first prize at 
figure. drawing from life.. In 1879 he began 
exhibiting at the Royal Hiberman Academy, 
and his werk was much admired. Some forty 
portraits of noted members in White's Club 
are his work. He painted some beautiful 
portraits of well-known Dublin people. 
Vhile painting in London Mr. Miller sug- 
gested a club for Irish artists, and when it 
was formed a few years later he was its 
first hon. secretary. He married Miss Sophia 
Holmes, a noted flower painter, daughter of 
the Rev. J. P. Holmes, of Corbeg, King's Co. 


DOMINIONS’ TIES WITH 
BRITAIN.

A DISCUSSION IN CANADA, 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
MONTREAL (by Mail). 

By.a majority of five votes, the McGill 
University Debating Union recently ‘* dis- 
approved of any looséning of the tie between 
Canada and the British Empire”’ in deciding 
a debate between Mr. L. Athanase David, 
Quebec Provincial Secretary, and Mr. J. 5. 
Ewart, K.C., an authority on constitutional 
questions. The voie was, of course, based 
only on the merits of the arguments pre- 
sented by the debaters. 

Mr. David, speaking in. the affirmative, 
said: ‘“ What makes the ties binding is that, 
notwithstanding certain errers of certain 
people in Britain and of the British Parlia- 
ment, that people and the British Parlia- 
ment always gave their Colonies a Constitu- 
tion which respected the minority s rights of 
language, religion and laws. You find the 
French-Canadians loyal to the Empire because 
they find that here in Canada, under the pro- 
tection of the British flag, they have every- 
thing to make Canada one of the greatest 
comntries in the world. A break in those ties 
would be a step towards annexation to the 
United States.”’ 

Mr. Ewart favoured absolute self-govern- 
ment for Canada. .Self-government was in- 
compatible with the Colonial: Laws Validity 
Act, whereby any. Canadian. statute was 
ultra vires if it. conflicted with a British 
statute relating to Canada, and also incom- 


| patible with British control of Canadian ships 


on the open seas. It was argued that British 
Parliamentary supremacy was merely nomi- 
nal; but this was not true, he said. © ‘‘ 1. will 
not stand for the word . supremacy’ in re- 
lation to Canada with or without qualifica- 
tions *’

At Buckingham Palace this afternoon 
it was stated that the condition of the 
King was unchanged, and that he had 
passed a quiet night.

The Forthcoming By-Elections,

The late Mr. Jolin 
Dumphreys was another member with a 
somewhat similar experience; for, after 
several efforts, he succeeded in getting 
into Parliament for Southwark in the 
autumn of 1910, but sat in the House of 
Commons only for ten days, when [’arlia- 
ment was dissolved. 


A Trade Revival. 


The opinion expressed to-day by a number 
of leading industrialists, that we may 
expect. something of a revival in the basic 
industries next year, is one that is shared 
by many people in the City of London. 
It is said this this opinion is founded not 
only on achievements of the present year, 
but on a marked psychological chanze 
which is now evident in industry gener- 
ally, and most clearly demonstrated in the 
pronounced tendency towards co-operation 
and amalgamation. This movement is, 
perhaps, most pronounced in the coal, 
iron and steel and cotton industries, 
where the weight of economic factors has 
at last made its mark, with the result 
that there is a very great body of opinion in 
favour of co-ordinating interests. Another 
great asset for the future is the pregress 
towards better relationships be ween 
Capital and Labour. 


Christmas Posts. 


The Post Office has. earned golden 
opinions for its remarkable success in 
dealing with the Christmas rush this 
year, and it is of public interest that 
there are scarcely any complaints of 
delay or loss or destruction of parcels, 
while letters have been delivered with 
almost extraordinary promptitude. This 
is ascribed to the fact that the public now 
recognise that it has its responsibilities, 
and has taken to. posting its missives in 
good time, while the Post Office must 
have made extremely good arrangements 
for coping with the work. Usually, there 
have been a considerable number of 
letters and parcels carried over Christmas 
Day, but it is reported this year that 
everything was cleared up by Christmas 
morning. 


Ford Shares. 


Something of a sensation was caused on 
the Stock Exchange this morning when 
the shares in the new Ford company 
opened nearly a pound higher than they 
closed before the Christmas holidays, the 
price being £4 15s. for the fully-paid one 
pound shares. This increase in value 
constitutes a ‘‘ record ”“ for quick capital 
appreciation, followmg a public issue of 
shares. The shares have risen nearly four 
hundred per cent. in a fortnight. Of the 
total capital of £7,000,000 in one pound 
shares, £2,800,000 were issued in this 
country at face value, so that their 
market valuation is now over £13,000,000. 


The Channel Tunnel. 


In the course of next year there will be 
a revival of interest among members of 
Parliament in the proposal to build the 
Channel! tunnel. It is thought that the 
chief objection raised by military authori- 
ties, that the tunnel might fall into the 
hands of an enemy, is now out of date 
This objection was raised at a meeting : 
the Committee of Imperial Defence durin< 
the reign of-the Socialist Government in 
1924, when no fewer than four hundred 
members of Parliament had expressed 
approval of the scheme, and the matter 
was referred to the committee for co! 
sideration. The. committee reported 
against the proposal, quoting the military 
and naval experts. A number of members 
of the House of Commons have come to 
the opinion that the Locarno Treaty and 
the Kellogg Pact have placed a different 
complexion on ~-international politics 
while the exploitation of the air : 
helped to bring about a different vie. 
There is an English Channel tunne! cot- 
pany in existence both in England and 
in France, and thése are prepared to co!

TEXT OF NANKING 
TREATY, 


NATIONAL TARIFF 

"AUTONOMY. 

“PAVOURED-NATION” 
TREATMENT. 


_ The text was issued yesterday of th 
Treaty signed at Nanking on Dtceriiber 
20th, 1928, by Sir Miles Lampson, British 


Minister to China, and Dr. Chengting.T:- 


Wang,’ Foreign Minister. of the National 
Government of the Republic of China. 

The preamble declares that King 
George V. and the President of the Re- 
public-of China, “ desiring to strengthen 
the*good relations which happily exist be- 
tween them,” and-to facilitate and extend 
trade and commerce between their resjec- 
tiye countries, have resolved to conclude a 
treaty for this purpose. 


ARTICLES OF THE TREATY. 
The provisions of the Treaty are :— 
Article. IL—It is agreed that all pro- 


visions of existing treaties betwéen the | 


high contracting parties, which limit in 
‘any way the right of China to settle her 
national Custonm tariff in such way as 
she may think fit, are hereby abrogated, 
and “thatthe <principle of compléte 
national tariff autonomy shall apply. 

Article 1I.— The nationals of either of 
the high contracting parties shall not be 
compelled, under any pretext whatsoever, 
to pay in China and the territovies of His 
Britannic Majesty to which the present 
Treaty apphes, respectively, any duties, 
internal charges or taxes upon goods im- 
ported or exported by. them, other than or 
higher than those paid on goods of the 
same origin by Chinese and British 
nationals, respectively, or by nationals of 
any other foreign country. 

Article . IIk—His_ Britannic Majesty 
agrees to the abrogation of all provisions 
of the existing treaties between the hich 
contracting parties which limit ‘the right 
of China to impose tonnage dues at suth 
rates as she may think fit. In*regard -to 
tonnage dues; and alk matters connected 
therewith, British ships in China and 
Chinese ships.in those territories of His 
Britannic Majesty to whieh the present 
Treaty applies shall receive treatment not 
less favourable than that accorded ‘to the 
ships of any other foreign country. 


Article. IV.—The present Treaty shall. 


be ratified, and the ratifications shall be 
exchanged in London as soon as possible.

import duties, internal taxation, transit 
duties, and all matters connected there- 
with, and that a similar reciprocal 
arrangement applies to articles exported. 

Dr.‘ Wang replied that this understand- 
ing was correct. 

Sir Miles: Lampson ‘announced that the 
Governments of Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand, the Union of South Africa, the 
Trish Free State and India, and also New- 
foundland, Southern Rhedesia, and all 
non-self-governing Colonies and Pro:

ceive in. such territory.similar treatment. 


THE NEW CUSTOM TARIFF.

British Minister, Dr. Wang confirmed that 
ad valorem rates of duty, or specific rates 
based thereon in the national Custom tariff 
to be adopted by the National Covern 
mient, are the same rates which were dis- 
eusserd ard nroyisionally egreed. upon at 
the Tariff Conference in 1926, 
thése are the maximuin rates to be levied 
on British goods, and will remain the 
maximum rates for. at least one year from 
the date of the enforcement of the tariff. 
In a further letter Dr. Wane declared 
that it is the intention of the Chinese 
Government to apply the new Custom 
tariff uniformly on ‘all land and. sea 
frontiers of China, and that the 
preferential rates at present levied on 
goods imported or exported by land 
frontier will accordingly be abolished.

FIRST REBEL ATTACKS 
IN AFGHANISTAN, 


- 


* Interesting news of the situation at Kabul 
has reached London, says TÁe Times. it 
appears that the first, rebel attack on Kabul 
was followed by several days’ sharp fighting, 
during three days of which the) British 
Legation and iis occupants were exposed to 
considerable danger. The buildings were re- 
peatediy hit by bullets. The Military 
Attaché’s house was accidentally hit and 
wrecked by a field-gun shell from an Afghan 
hattery, which dropped short. During the 
hottest period of the fighting the Legation 
staff had. to keep indoors and were unable to 
signal*to aircrafi from the lawn owing to the 
fire from all sides. Even after the Royalist 
attack on December 21st had cleared the neigh- 
bourhood of the Legation rebel snipers made 
it impossible. to use the main road to Kabul, 
and the members of the staff who took tele- 
grams to Kabul were obliged to use by-paths 
and lanes. 

The party of women and children who were 
removed by aereplane to Peshawar had to 
make their way by these tracks on the night 
of December 22nd-23rd, in order to reach 
Sherpur Aerodrome. The staff and their 
families showed great courage in this trying 
perfod. 

A _ further . Royalist attack has “been 
successfu).°“ The rebels’ have been driven 
back. ten miles to the north-west, and 
the high road between the Legation 
and the city of Kabul is open to traffic. Much 
discomfort has been caused in Kabul by the 
failure of the electric light. Bachai Sakao. 
who led the rebel forces near Kabul, has 
diverted the-stréam which supphed the powcr 
station and the arsenal, which were thus put 
out, of action. 

The Shinwaris are reported to have made 
three demands in a recent message to Kinz 
Amanullah. These were—(1) That no foreign 
Legations should be permitted to remain in 
Afghanistan. (2) That no more Afghan 
students should be sent aboard to study. (3) 
That a party of 15 Afghan girls who had been 
sent to complete their education m Turkey 
should be recalled. 

It is understood thal the withdrawal of 
foreign women and children by British aero- 
planes is continuing. The British Legation 
at Kabul is now understood to be out of the 
fire zone; and is able to communicate freely 
with the city of Kabui. 

News from other parts of Afghanistan is 
vague. According to border rumours the 
Mohmands, after nearly coming to blows with 
the Shinwaris, seem to be contemplating join- 
ing*them in a fresh attack on Jalalabad. The 
Queen mother is reported to have flown to 
Jalalabad from the Kandahar aerodrome, and 
to have exhorted the troops and populace to 
stand firm. Encounters with rebel tribes are 
reported from various parts of the Khost 
country, but in general the heavy winter 
seems to have prevented serious campaigning. 


THE CONTROL OF 
INFLUENZA.

RESULTS OF MEDICAL 
RESEARCH, 

The epidemic of influenza which is at pre- 
sent Aweeping over Canada and the United 
States is directing public attention once 
again to the lamentable fact that no means 
of. preventing this disease is anywhere avail- 
able, remarks TAe Times editorially, At more 
or less regular intervals influenza breaks out, 
and marches across the world, claiming 
millions of victims, and causing grievous dis- 
location of human enternrise. i skin suins 
of money are spent on sickness benefits, and 
on the care of the sick; and heavy losses are 
incurred by the majority of industrial under- 
takings, while numberless men and women 
lose their health permanently, and become 
dependent upon others. 

The complaint that medical science has 
little to boast: of- while this state of matters 
continues Is not, in the cireumstances, un- 
natura! or entirely unreasonable. It is only 
fair, however, to point out that steps are 
now being taken by research workers in this 
and other countries to cope with influenza, 
and that already very considerable progress 
has been made. Indeel, it is not an exaggera- 
tion to sty that a new “ world ” of living 
things has been revealed, comparable to that 
‘world ” of micro-organisms which Pasteur 
discovered, and which he called “ the world 
of the infinitely small.” There are substan- 
tial grounds of belief that the causative 
agents of a number of familiar ailments, 
including influenza, belong to the “' world of 
the infinitely-. smaller,’’ -to- which. without 
question, the virus of distemper, and in all 
probability the virus of yellow fever, belong.

A COMPREHENSIVE 


SCHEME. 


TO COST £8,000,000, 
aw ta

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

Preparations for the next American 
decennial census are under way. In less 
than a year the cénsus takers will be at 
work under the Amendment of the Senate 
Bill, which advances the date of the 
enumeration from the early months of 
1930 to November,. 1929. 

Estimates place the probable population 
of the United States in the next census at 
approximately 122,000,000, an increase of 
more than 16,000,000 over the 105,710,620 
total of the 1920 census. 

The census will cover population, agri- 

culture, manufactures, distribution, min- 
ing, irrigation and drainage. 
It was at the urgent request of officials 
of the Department of Agriculture that the 
Senate Committee on Commerce agreed 
that the census of agriculture could be 
taken more satisfactorily if taken on 
November 1, 1929, than on May 1, 1930, 
as provided in the House Bill. The popu- 
lation. enumerators will start. also on 
November 1, instead of on January 1, two 
months later, as has been customary in 
former years. 

For the first time there will be a census 
of retail and wholesale distribution of 
commodities. This was recommended by 
Mr. Herbert Hoover, when Secretary of 
(Commerce, on the basis of the experience 
of the experimental census of distribution 
which was taken in seventeen representa- 
tive cities a vear ago. 

The census is to cost nearly eight 
million pounds, over a period of three 
years. The bill authorising the census 
was passed by the House of Representa- 
tives last spring, and was approved by the 
Senate Committee on Commerce recently. 
It provides not only for the census in the 
United States, but also in Alaska, Hawati 
and Porto Rico. 

The Governors of Guam, Samoa, the 
Virgin Islands, and of the Panama Canal 
zone are directed to take a census in the 
same year, in accordance with plans to be 
approved by the Director of the Census. 

tn all preceding censuses the population 
returns have been forwarded to Washing- 
ton, counted,. and the totals have been 
announced from this city. This time it is 
proposed that the supervisors shall 
announce . the population. of each 
minor sub-division as soon as the 
enumeration is finished. By giving 
local publicity to the figures, it “w 
expected that an opportunity will be 
afforded to call attention to defects in the 
enumeration, if any exist, before the final 
totals are announced by the Census 
Bureau, and before the enumeration force 
is disbanded. 


A COMPLICATED TASK. 

Mr. W. M. Steuart, Director of the 
Census Bureau of the Department of Com- 
merce, who will have charge of the work, 
describes some of the intricacies of his 
task. ‘There are approximately ninety 
thousand political sub-divisions, inchud- 
ing wards of cities, in the United States, 
for which the statistics of population 
must be shown separately,’’ says Mr. 
Steuart. “It is probable that the 
statistics of agriculture will be given 
separately for about forty-five thousand of 
these divisions in rural districts. Fairly 
satisfactory maps have been secured for 
2,200 counties and 550 cities. Many of 
these maps are incomplete, however, and 
require work to be done upon them before 
they can be used for census purposes. 
There remain 4,400 counties and cities for 
which no maps have been obtained. For 
a number of cities there are no maps in 
existence, and the Bureau must secure 
descriptions of the enumeration districts 
from -a local resident.”’ 

“The constant and rapid increase in 
the detailed. statisties incident to each 
census has made it necessary to develop 
and improve electrical and mechanical 
tabulating devices. The, Census Bureau, 
for a number of vears, has been develop- 
ing mechanical devices, which consist of 
punching, sorting and tabulating 
machinery. A new machine has been de- 
veluped since the last census of popula- 
tion.” 

“The new census of distribution is ex- 
pected to be of material aid to business 


men.’ 


BURGLARY AT A NEW 
YORK LABORATORY.

NIGHT WATCHMAN'S 
POISON DRINK.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 

When the employés at the laboratory of 
Messrs, Guggenheim Brothers, the world- 
famous mining firm, arrived there to start 
work to-day, they discovered the body of 
the night watchman, who had been killed. 
They also found a lorry driver and his 
assistant, .who had arrived during the 
night with a load of tear gas from Balti- 
more. The assistant was lying uncon- 
scious where he had been struck 
with the butt-end of a revolver, 
the driver was found gagged nearby. 

After they had recovered sufficiently 
from their experiences, the two men sail 
that when they reached the laboratory 
they knocked for admittance, and a man 
whom they did not know opened the gates 
Once the gates 
had been closed, the man drew his 
revolver and forced the driver to retreat 
to the washroom. After rendering his 
assistant unconscious, the bandit bound 
the driver and relieved him of twenty-four 
dollars which he had in his pockets. This 
small sum is believed to have been the 
entire reward of the robber for his night's 
work. 

The safe had not been foreed, but, if 
it had been, the bandit would have found 
no money inside it. A few platinum 
reterts, used in the testing of prfectots 
metals, are the only portable articles of 
value in the laboratories. : 

A chemical analysis of coffee grounds 
found in a cup from which the dead 
watchman had been accustomed to drink 
revealed the presence of poison. The 
police are of opinion that the crime was 
committed by a person known to the 
deceased man—very likely a former 
employé admitted to the laboratories by 
the victim himself.

[RISH HERDS’ FREEDOM.

The controversy that arose out of opinions 
expressed by Sir Michael Rimington regard- 
ing Ireland's responsibility for 
mouth disease outbreaks in England has come 
to an abrupt end through the ted death 
of Sir Michael. Yet it has, we believe, 
writes The Farmer and Stockbreeder, served 

rpose. It has shown that re- 

ple in Ireland are .so confident 
of the condition of their herds and flocks that 
not only do they court the fullest investiga- 
tion, but are willing to back their con- 
victions - substantially. : 

An examination of all the circumstances 
makes it somewhat difficult to understand the 
attitude in some quarters towards Ireland's 
responsibility in the matter of outbreaks in 
England. Of course, one of the chief 
obstacles in the way. of effective control is 
the limited knowledge of the malady. Yet 
this ignorance is gradually, although slowly, 
being dispelled. The definite recognition of 
different types,. long suspected, has done 
something to explain the baffling and_ still 
perplexing variations in the behaviour of the 
disease. 


HIGHLY IMPROBABLE. 

Ireland and Scotland are both more for- 
tunately situated than England, but one 
frequently hears it suggested that Ireland is 
full of the disease. It is alleged that it is 
concealed and bushed up. Now is there 
anything in our experience of foot-and- 
mouth disease in England to suggest that 
such a position is possible? 

We can imagine circumstances in which 
it might be possible to deal effectively with 
an isolated outbreak without allowing its 
existence to become generally known. Yet 
success would be highly improbable. There 
is nothing in our experience of the disease 
in England to suggest that it could be hidden 
away for more than a short time, or that it 
could be secretly and effectively controlled. 

SPORADIC OUTBREAKS. 

It has never been suggested that the disease 
is endemic in. Ireland, only that infection 
is widespread. . We cannot believe that. this 
1s the case or that outbreaks are hushed up. 
And we need give only one reason for our 
conviction, and it is this. She cannot con- 
ceal foot-and-mouth disease even if she would. 
Let readers. examine the history of the out- 
breaks in England to see whether they can 
find anything that suggests such a possibility. 
Ireland unfortunately is liable to have 
sporadic outbreaks, but she cannot conceal 
them, or attempt to conceal them except at 
the risk of a national catastrophe.

Agriculture has claimed more than passing 
notice from the public during the past twelve 
months. There was more than one debate 
on agricultural matters in the Dail. In this 
connection, Dr. James Ryan, of the Fianna 
Fail Party, moved a yote of censure on the 
Government for its f dlure to reve agricul- 
' ral depression. A whole day was devoved 
to the discussion and the motion was rejected. 

In the way of legislation affecting agri- 
culture t' ere were ‘the Agricultural Credit 
Act, which was keenly debated before it 
became law; the Arterial Drainage (Local 
Schemes) Act; the Slaughtered Animals 
(Compensation) Act, and the Creamery Act. 

In connection with creameries considerabie 
success has attended the work of Irish Asso- 
iat.d Creameries, Ltd., a body which under- 
took the combined marketing of buiter in 
Great Britain. Owing to outside creameries 
being able to secure more for their butter 
than member creameries, dissatisfaction was 
expressed amongst those taking part in the 
scheme, but arrangements have now been 
made to overcome this difficulty. In Great 
Britain the combined marketing scheme has 
worked well. 

Barley-growers again had reason to com 
plain of the prices offered for malting barley, 
and in some cases sold to better advantage 
for féeding purposes. Other farm crops have 
been just paying their way.. though most 
farmers are now finding that the best way 
to make a profit is to walk the crops off the 
land by feeding stock. 

The fresh pork industry is growing satis- 
factorily, and if transit facilities are im 

roved it should prove a valuable proposition 
or our farmers. 
PEDIGREE STOCK SALES. 

The dispersi! by the executors of the late 
Mr. Bertram H. Barton, of the famous 
Straffan herd of shorthorns in Co. Kildare, 
removes a notable landmark from that part 
of the country. The average for 113 head, 
including 35 calves, was just over 35 guineas ; 
while if the calves were not counted as 
separate lots there was an average of £50 
4s. 2d. for 70 head. The highest price was 
180 guineas, paid by Mr. E. J. Clarke, 
Aghamarta Castle. Co. Cork, for the eight- 
year-old dairy bull, Furtherland Red Baron. 
Several of the best females were bought by 
Mr. R. K. Wright, Kilkea, Mageney, Co 
Kildare, including the eleven-year-old Straffan 
Grania, by Noltaw Dreadnought, at 110 
guineas. 

Another important dispersal sale was that 
of the Earl of Kenmare’s herds of pedigree 
Aberdeen-Angus, dairy shorthorn and regis 
tered dairy shorthorn cattle. One Aberdeen- 
Angus was sold for 110 guineas, but prices 
generally were moderate. 

At the Munster Agricultural Society’s 
February Show and fale two shorthorn bulls 
made 120 guineas each, while 88 shorthorns 
averaged 494, guineas, the average for 27 
Aberdeen-Angus being 54 cuineas. 

At the Royal Dublin Society's bull show 
and sale in February the champion Shorthorn 
was sold for export at 170 guineas, while 
207 head averaged £356, against £55 in 4927. 

Dairy shorthorns made up to 280 guifeas, 
77 head making an average of £82, against 
£71 in 1927. 

For Aberdeen-Angus bulls the top price 
was 180 guineas, and the average for 227, 
£50, as against £75 in 1927. 

At the Royal Ulster Agricultural Society 's 
show and sale in Belfast last March, Mr. T. 
Hegan's shorthorn, Desertcreat—Captiva- 
tion 2nd, a two-year-old Clipper, was sold 
for 140 guineas, while Mr. W. H. Reid's

Maymore Masterpiece, was sold for 150 
guineas, the average for shorthorn bulls being 
£33 14s. 3d., or £11 under 1927. Pedigree 
dairy buils averaged £58 Qs. 5d., against 
£70 13s. 3d. last year, while Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls averaged £38 7s. 4d., as compared with 
£50 9s. 10d. in 1927, the top price this year 
being 60 guineas. 

At Kilkenny Agricultural Society’s bull 
show and sale in March an average of 61) 
guineas was obtained for premtum bulls. 

For Aberdeen-Angus bulls at the show and 
sale of the County Limerick branch of the 
Irish Dairy Shorthorn Breeders’ Society, 
prices ranged up to 72 guineas, while pre- 
mium shorthorn bulls brought up to 68 
guineas. 

Prices for fat stock during the season have 
showtt an improvément ón last year. 

FOOT-AND-MOUTH DISEASE. 

In the early part of the year the cattle 
trade of Wexford and adjoining counties was 
seriously dislocated by an outbreak of foot- 
and-mouth disease on a farm near the town 
of Wexford. For a time it brought the ex- 
port live stock trade to a standstill, but 
owing to the prompt action of the Veterinary 
Branch, Department of Agriculture, Dublin, 
matters were straightened out, and the ex- 
port trade was resumed with certain restric- 
tions. It was some time before the free 
movement of stock was permitted within the 
affected area. 
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WORKLESS FISHERMEN. 
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BRITISH LEGION HELP FOR 
YOUGHAL. 


The failure of the Jate seasonal sprat- 
fishing in the Blackwater and in Youghal 
Harbour and Bay has caused widespread un- 
employment locally. 

Usually fish are plentiful, but this year an 
agent of a big Billingsgate firm, who re- 
mained in Youghal for some months with the 
object of purchasing and curing the fish had 
to leave for England virtually empty-handed. 
The majority of the local fishermen served 
in the Navy during the Great War, and the 
British Legion has heen assisting them with 
the help of the St. Vincent de Paul Society. 
The Urban Council employment scheme has 
ennhled the men to tide over the 
holidays.

CYCLING PARTY’S ESCAPE. 

An extraordinary incident happened on the 
Coast road at a point midway between Glen- 
arm and Carnlough, County Antrim.
